a faltering frame cast up by* tho Ude. There are so 
Boany persons drowned nowadays that the emo­ 
tional sympathies which such deaths would arouse 
were they less frequent, in this particular instance 
were all unmoved. Xherc is scarcely an hour of the 
day in which some poor unfortunate is not fished 
ap from the waves of some of our principal rivers. 
Brought into such irequent contact with 
death in all its phases, the human heart becomes 
shrived, and the circumstances, the pathos, the 
tragedy involved in it are all too apt to be Ignored. 
It seems to be a necessary product of modern 
otviUzatlon that heartstrings should be suddenly 
•evereo, the human soul probed to its deepest 
depths by cruel *and unuatural occurrences, and 
that our gray haired and our loved should, in the 
passing of an hour, become lost. It seems wholly 
consistent with the progresslvencss of our age 
that a man should leave his home at midday and 
look upon his kinsfolks nevermore. Would to 
Beaven that all things else were cheap as human 
ttie—the poor might live in castles with battle. 
Mnts made of gold. 
••AN OLD MAN—THAT’S ALL.” 
The man was very old, his face wrinkled, his 
kody crooked, his limbs stiff audmalmed. No one 
naked how long be had slept in the water, no one 
knew or seemed to care lor ills history. To every 
human soul who gazed upon him at the Morgue be 
was nfclther a friend nor a foe, and as the visitors 
passed from the rude bier to the glad and bPllllant 
snnsblBO they leit his body to be carried—they 
cared not where. A savant exploring the dingy 
caverns of the earth snddonly fails across a muss 
If bnman bones; an adventnrer penetrating within 
oar solemn forest shades unexpectedly strikes his 
loot against a skull, and a civlUan wandering upon 
the banks of the Schuylkill spies a fioatlng human 
and drags him to the shore. From whence the 
bones, the skull or the body? Ah. who can venture 
to assert? There he was, and that was the 
no6t of it He lived; he suffered; he was drowned. 
How, when or where, under what conditions, at 
what moment, amid what scenes, wore deep and 
Inexplicable mysteries to which, circumstance fur­ 
nished no key. His departure was another ‘•hiys- 
terloas disappearance”-his tleath, to those who 
found him, a secret whoso solution an all-wise 
Providence cared to withhold until the day ol Judg­ 
ment. 
All at once this old man’s body was carried off— 
fastas his life—the public knew not how. The 
world asked nothing more, and the peculiar sig­ 
nificance of the above item, at each moment of the 
Investigation but very imperfectly comprehended, 
»mid the whirl and bustle of a great city’s uproar, 
was very soon entirely lost. 
INQtnaiKS OF THE POLICE. 
By a peculiar train of circumstances, however, 
grcAt mysteries have nnexpectodly unwound them- 
Mlves, and to-day a little light seems dawning 
npon this. The first ray peneiratiug the clonds 
monlds Itself in the form oi a telegram from the 
«met 01 the Pittsburg poUce, reading as foUows:— 
PlTTSBUBIJ, July 6. 1873. 
Thomas llunce; insane man, six teet high, slxtv- 
Ove years old, scar above rlgnt eye, left hereon 
Wednesday for Philadelphia. Uetaln him and tcle- 
grsph me. All expenses will be paid. 
John IHWIN, chief of Police. 
To this despatch the lollowlng immediate answer 
was returned :— 
PniLADKLPBIA, July 5, 1873. 
We have an Insane man, calling himself Alfred 
Kendall. Six feet high, forty years old, black whis­ 
kers, scar above Jert eye, somewhat stooped shoul­ 
dered. He has a Harrisburg pass. 
W. R. HEINS, Captain of Police. 
Strange to sat, no reply whatever was sent.to 
•bu telegram, and thwcircumstance was, la a day 
or two forgotten; but upon the morning of July 31 
fthe subject was again revived by this unnsual 
pooul card:— ‘ 
ONE THOUSAND DOLLARS REWARD! 
The above reward will be paid lor the apprchen- 
sloli of or Information leading to the recovery, 
dead or alive, of ihomas .Munce. Uets seventy 
years old, large, spare frame, stooped shoulders, 
nnsteady walk, hair slightly gray, scar on the in­ 
side of right eye, hard of hearing, partially de­ 
ranged, one ol his hands crooked. He had a hunt­ 
ing case watch ana chain; number of watch, 3,4is, 
with •Thomas .Mnnce” engraved on cap. Address 
R.J. or W. J. MUNCE, Wa.shlngton, Washington 
xoonty, Pa. 
Any one conld walk upon the streets of any city 
and lay hands upon an individual answering to the 
above description, old men are numerous, and 
they are almost always deaf. There was absointely 
no Clew in what at first seems ts be a very care- 
fdtly drawn picture. Had the posUl card contained 
Simply this it would have been almost impossible 
to take even the first step in the direction ol any 
satisfactory conclusion. And yet there was upon 
the little piece of paper a single sentence relating 
to a watch, which, 1 really believe, will finally bring 
all things to light. The case was placed at once into 
the efficient bands af Detectives Meurs and Gallo­ 
way, who Immediately circulated in prorer places 
the following printed circular. Deslnog to conceal 
as fhr as possible all circumstances which the 
recovery of the watch would be Itkelf te divulge, 
they dated the circular upon a day long gone by 
THE WATCH OPENS THE WAT. 
Stolen, Jnly 1, 1873, one gold hunting case watch. 
No. 3,415; name of Thomas Munce on cap. Pawn­ 
brokers and others will please consider tnia notice 
and send word immediately to W. p. Hears and 
William Galloway, detectives, Mayor’s office. All 
Advances paid if recovered. 
This circular was generously distributed, but of 
ttself brought back no return. The two detectives 
next searched all the pawnbrokers’ shops in person, 
and after many disappointments and delays, found 
a watch In the possession of a certain ftaac Cowen, 
who advanced money npon diamonds, Ac., at the 
corner of Tenth and Parish strpets, which answered 
to the description. 
nVE DOLLARS LOANED ON IT. 
Hr. Cowea’s story was about as ipUows :-«0n 


July 16, a yonng aaao eame in to see me and 
wished me to advance him money upon this watch, 
I saw that the watch waa a handsome one, and 
asked him bow much he wanted. He said $6. 
I was astonished, lor 1 would have given 
him $50 as quickly as the small sum he 
asked for. Still be said that he simply wanted a 
Uttle money, and that the small sum would be suf- 
fleient for all bis purposes. I gave him the money, 
and that Is the last I have seen of him.” 
There could be no doubt as to the Identity of the 
watch, for there was the name, ••Thomas Munce.” 
plainly and neatly engraved upon the cap. But 
while the mystery opened at one point It deepened 
in another; for wblie the watch waa of foreign 
mannfacture, Its movements Inside were Ameri­ 
can. The old works bad been taken out; new ones 
bad been aubstltuted in tbelr place. Let any one 
reading this ask why this had been done, and let 
him cu.njecture eoucernlng the clrcamstances 
which threw this watch in the hands of him who 
pawned it. Did the man who delivered this 
watch to Mr. Cowen mnrder Thomas Munoef 
Was it he who robbed btm and led him to 
the river? Or was Thomas Munce neither 
murdered or robbed ? There were no marks of vio­ 
lence found on bis person. The man who dr&gged 
him shoreward lound him standing npon his feet, 
lastened firmly in the mud. He had entered the 
tide, in one wav or another, when It was In its full, 
and Its ebb disclosed his bald and taatless bead. 
A OUAKD UVEH THE rAWNBROKBB'S 8HOF. 
At this moment, however, the two detectives bad 
no grounds whatever for placing the discovery of 
the watch and the finding of the nnrecognlEed body 
in either close or stall sympathetic connection. 
There was bat one thing, however, to be done, and 
they did it. They went to Captain Heins, tbelr 
superior officer, and they told bim all the clrcnm- 
Btunces, when he, with characteristic promptness, 
detailed a special officer In citizens’ dress to 
watch that pawn shop night and day. The 
guardian took his post. This mission was estab­ 
lished two weeks ago. The writer was present at 
the Central Police quarters when the petition to 
effect It was sent In by Messrs. Hears and Gallo­ 
way, and since that moment he has permitted 
nothing to escape his Inquiry. Until a very recent 
date the special officer has kepi his virgU from 
the opening of the shop in early morning nnUI Ita 
closing late at night Prior to a recent date his 
efforts were truly all in vain. StlU Captain Uclns 
kept him there, and it is Indeed well that he did 
so. Had the arrangements been otherwise the 
death of the old man would have been a mystery 
still. - 
THE MAN WHO PLEDOED THE WATCH IN CDSTODT. 
Yesterday to the store of Alfred Cowen came a 
man—dozens of men come there every day; but 
this man was addressed as one with whose face 
the pawnbroker was lamiliar. It was this very 
identical man who had pawned the valuable watch 
and who at last bad returned to redeem it. The 
officer outside was beckoned In, the arrest was 
immediately secured, the culprit was hurried to 
a station beuse, more secluded and quiet than the 
Central, and one in the quarters of which no in­ 
quisitive genius would under any circumstances 
be likely to appear. Once within the power of 
police authonty, the criminal told the following 
remarkable story:- 
KOBBINO THE DEJD. 
••My name is William McEwen. 1 am the driver 
of the •dead wagon.’ I carry dead bodies to any 
place that 1 am Ardered to take them, i rode the 
old man Irom where he was lound drowned to the 
Morgue. He was pot the only one 1 carried that 
day. In the same wagon was a body much decom­ 
posed, and it was thU person that was put in a box. 
The odor arising from this corpse was dreadful, 
though the box was securely closed. I carried the 
old man outside. Tbe box took up so much room 
that there waa scarcely any left for tbe one found 
drewned. His head and sliealders were under my 
stretched out legs all thé way. The wagon was 
small and the load was a doable one. When 1 ar­ 
rived at tbe Morgue I lilted the old man up. As 1 
did so something lell from bis pocket, and, stoop­ 
ing down, I saw a watch. I picked It up. I said 
nothing about It. The works bad become rusty 
from tbe water, and I bad them changed at Spring 
Garden and Eleventh street. At last J pawned 
It.»* 
WHERE ARE THE CHAIN. THE POCKSTBOOK AND 
PAPERS? 
Such was the story. Let me analyze It closely, 
for it bears tbe most vital relation to all subse­ 
quent developments. Ho said the watch fell from 
the old man’s pocket, but where Is the chalnt Why 
did he who took the chain not take the watch 
Itself? It Is absolutely impossible that the chain 
should have been detached from the watch by the 
ebbing and tbe flowing of the tide. Where is the 
old man’s pocketbookf Where are the papers 
which a gentleman always carries with him, and 
which, along with all things eUe found upon bis 
person, should have been promptly forwarded to 
the Chief of the PoUcet How is It that the Coroner 
or his Deputy hronght nothing in from this old man 
to tho Central Headquarters, and how can this 
story of McEwen possibly become true? It is 
known that the unfortunate wore a chain. It was 
as expensive and elaborate as the watch. Where 
is liT The writer saw with bis own eyes 
the troubled 
face of the Deputy 
Cor- 
oucr yesterday at the office of Captain 
Heins. He heard him beg Officer Mears to tell him 
the story, and he heard that gentlemañ refuse. 
Has there been an Illegitimate proceeding here T 
Has anything been kept secret which should have 
been dlvulgedT The man found in the Schuylkill 
carried papers of no Uttle Import. Where arc they? 
All these questions are put when the writer knows 
not and in an hour when even the most shrewd 
and calculating detective is Ignorant of their cor­ 
rect answers. 
THE BODY WAS CARTED TO THE MORODE. 
While there do ohe came to vouch for its identity- 
From the dcadhouse it was carried to another quar­ 
ter—where? And here was another mystery to be 
fathomed. Runners were sent oat among all the 
thorougbiaros oi the city. At every conceivable 
place thoruugU investigations were instituted. How 
would the lOBtbe identified, even suppoBlng that 
bis body was found? 
THE DBAD MAN’S PHOTOOHAPH. 
A letter came to Officer Mears. It read :— 
SIB—Enclosed find picture of the missing man, 
Thomas Munce, which may assist you in finding 
him or his remains. Yours, WILL1A.H 8. MINCE, 
Washington, Washington cuuity, Pa. 
Upon receipt ol this the matter brightened up. 
The officers had his portrait. It was a good one. 
lu dead substance could readily be recognized. 
For a lung time no clew waa found, however, and 
the WiiereaboutB of the dead man were unknown. 
At last a house at tbe corner of Spruce and Ninth 
streets was gravely suspected. It Is one of tho 
buildings ol the University of Pennsylvania. Yea- 
terday morning Captain Hcius and Detectives 
Mears and Galiaway. engaging a closed carriage, 
sought tlie suspected spot, A negro guaraed the 
hall. For a moment he contested their entrance. 
They were persons ol authority, whose peculiar 
conditions enabled them to go where they chose. 
The African was ttirast aside, the house was thor­ 
oughly searched, and the end arrived at seems to 
be more than the officers hoped. 
A HORRIBLE DISCOVERT. 
I Shudder as I tell you what they saw. It is all 
perlectly proper that for the fulfilment of scien­ 
tific purposes our medical students should have 
their subjects for dissection, but for one without 
the fraternli? to suddenly confront a multitude of 
these subjects is a sight to appal the soul. In a vat 
filled with liquor, of the composlUon of which tbe 
oificers were ignorant, they found twenty-five 
human beings, of every condition and of both 
sexes. They were held there in soak. The 
sight was revolting and sickening in the 
extreme. I <lefy any one ether than a pliystclan 
to look upon such a spectacle unmoved. They 
were arranged in ne particular order. Hart they 
been tumbled in promiscuously they could not 
have been more Irregular and conftised. Men and 
women were floating there with intermingled 
limbs sod with fkces horribly distorted. The 
Btarved, the butchered and the suicidal In that 
Immense vat together waited the keen point of 
the dissecting knife. The officers sacrificed their 
feelings in this matter, smothered their emotions 
and executed to the fullest extent their sworn and 
solemn duty.

One after another they fished up the dead bodies, 
Rfid fiiiajjy pRUMd oTOi $ come, older bnt more 


fresh apparenUy than nil the rest He was very 
aged. His frame was large and spare, his hair was 
gray, one of bis hands was crooked, and over bis 
right eye there was a scar- The fscs of the osrpso 
and the face of the picture corresponded perfectly. 
The young man arrested for pawning the watch, 
when brought in conUct with tbe set features 
cried- 
‘•I’ll swear that be Is the man I oartod to the 
Morgue!” 
* 
The officers returned to the headquarters and 
left the body where it was. The Deputy Coroner 
earnestly asked for the particulars, but tney were 
denied to him, as they are at this date denied to 
me. ^ At once over the wires to William 8. Munce 
Captain Heine sent a missive. It simply related 
the oircumsunce of tbe finding of the body and 
urged the party addressed to oome on. 
Who can tell what a day may bring forth ? It 
needs but an answer to thla telegram—a prompt 
appearance of the party addretaed—to prove the 
identity of the bodv beyond a donbt. I cannot help 
wondering whether the party will come. Bvery- 
.thlng la so nncertain; all haugs suspended by such 
a frail thread that it seems as if a breath of air 
would shiver the affair to atoms. Let me Icose 
this day’s work with the concluding phrase of 
“Monte Cbnsio.” which in more seuses than one Is 
the saddest in our literature, ••Walt and hope I”

To the telegram of Captain Heins the foUowing 
answer was retnrncd:— 
Wahhinuton, Pa., August 20, 1873. 
The Mnnces are on their way. They will arrive 
by to-morrow momlug’s train. 
8w H. LITTLE. 
At the time Indicated the parties arrived, and 
they consUted of two brothers and a sister of the 
nnfortunate man. 
They acoompanled Captain 
Heins to the bnlldlng where the twenty-five 
bodies were in soak, when, strange to say, they 
failed to recognize in tbe Aody shown them by the 
officer the face and the form of tbelr lost 
brother. Then up from the depths ol those 
vats ether bodies were, fished, and in one 
of them they saw the lorm and featnres of 
him for whom they sought and they were satisfied. 
The Information ttins far, In its real truth, had 
been kept secret until to-night, when, before tbe 
representatives of tbe press, Captain Heins made 
the loUowlng startling statements:- 
captain UE1N8’ STATEMENT. 
Omitting what has been said abeve his remarks 
were these—“Thomas Munce waa a man of large 
means. His tsrm at home comprised 600 acres. He 
was unmarried. He loft liome tlie latter part of 
June. He waa traced to Pittsburg, whence he found 
Ills way to Philadelphia. His relatives are all rich. 
Wbeu found drowned ho had no coat. It Is thought 
that be had none when be left home. When 1 
went to tbe Morgue one of the gentlemen in 
service there, under the authority of the coroner, 
Thomas Baxter by name, told me that the body, 
which bad been drowned, had been long ago 
burled. When 1 asked him for the pair of old 
spectacles which I know the drowned man had 
worn, Baxter said that he had given them to 
Deputy Coroner John Sees. When 1 asked John 
Sees for the aame he told me that Baxter had 
never given them to him, and that he knew no­ 
thing whatever about them. Returning to Baxter 
and questioning him once more he positively and 
emphatically denied tliat he had over told me ho 
had given them to Mr, Sees. 
THE BODY NOT BURIED. 
“When John Sees was questioned concerning the 
disposition made of the body of Thomas Munce he 
also said that it had been buried, and a burial cer­ 
tificate was at tbe office (produced) dated July 6, 
1873. When 1 went to tbe burial ground they said 
that there had been no body burled there July 6, 
1873. When l questioned the driver of the dead 
wagon, William McEwen, he said that Baxter had 
informed bun that he (Baxter) had held tbe body, 
so I searched the medical college and flnaUy 
found it.” 
THE DBPDIY COBONEB’S POSITION—VIOLATION OP 
STATUTES. 
“There is a special statute,” continued Captain 
Heins, “in this SUte which forbids that the body 
of a stranger should be sold under any considera­ 
tion. This statute in this case has been violated. 
There is another statute which requires that all 
bodies at tbe Morgue shall be exposed lor the space 
of seventy-two hours. From the time tbe man was 
carried to the Morgue and the time Professor 
Hodge viewed it at the medical college there inter­ 
vened but lorty-cight hours. Of course this statute 
has been violated. There is another statute which 
requires that the cletbing of the dead under such 
clrcumsunces snail bo kept for the space'of one 
year. Thla statute has been also nnconsidered. 
Such were the remarks of Captain Heins, veri­ 
fied in every paitlcular by the Detectives Mears 
and Galloway. In relating this whole affair I have 
sifted the matter to the utmost extent and cur­ 
tailed all the detail that I could, because it will all 
come out at the Police Court more full and com­ 
plete than I could give it now. 
t 
MR. SEES ATTEMPTS TO EXPLAIN. 
Thus far the evidence is damaging agamst 
Baxtc • A sees. When the Captain had concluded 
his siatemenU regarding the whole matter from 
beginnlDg 
to 
end,

up 
and 
essayed 
a 
few re­ 
marks. 
They 
were 
altogether 
itolDtles.s, 
aud presented nothing but a few unimportant con­ 
tradictions. Mayor Stokely has taken the matter 
ia hand and will penetrate it to its deepest depths. 
It IS perlectly evidcut that there is a mystery in 
the affair which is yet undiscovered. The officers 
dare not state it, lor then would the ends of justice 
be defeated. 
HUCH, THEN. AlfE THE CTRCCMSTANCE3. 
The body has been lound, and the body has been 
identified. How terrible it must have, been lor 
those relatives to see their loved one in such a 
place, fished up Irom that loathsome bnne. How 
did he get there? Who carried the corp.se 
thither ? Where U his watch chain ? Where are 
his valuables? With the exception of one 
unimportant letter addressed to him at New Or­ 
leans, nothing else Is at present In the hands of the 
police. The detectives will never give this matter 
up until It Is silted to tho bottom. The chain must 
be lound, the papers must be found, and woe be to 
that man in whose possession they find them. 
Dnrlng the next two days all vfte trust will ;t»e 
brought to light. 
How dirt the old man meet his fate? Was he 
pushed in ? Did he walk in ? Was he robbed and 
thrown In ? Ur did he fall by accident in an un­ 
guarded moment?

THE BBICKTABD MÜBDEB. 


T a t a Atteaapt o f a Jmrmmy Coroner and 
HU Jm rj to V aravol lU M ystery—Tl»e 
Verdict. 
The Coroner’s inqnest on the body of Simon 
George, an employe of Raseell A Uonnelly’e brick­ 
yard, near Uttle Fails, who died in the St. Joaeoh’s 
Hospital at Paterson, last Monday morning, >aa 
concluded yesterday. That the man was mur­ 
dered there seems to be no doubt. The story of 
his death, as elicited by the evidence adduced at 
the inquest, is substantlaUy as fffilows:— 
On Saturday evening, August 9, a large crowd 
of Irish and French laborers in the several brick­ 
yards at Singack, near Uttle Falls, assembled at 
tbe wayside saloon of Arthur Bunn, in the vicinity 
of the kilns, and which depends for its patronage 
upon the brickyard employfis. All hands bad 
several drinks apiece, aud when the saloon was 
shut up at ten o’clock, and the crowd were turned 
oat, they were evidently Juit in the condition 
for a flghU When they got outside, the Irishmen, 
who bad been evincing an enmity towards the 
Frenchmen for some time, made an attack upon 
tbe latter with clubs and stones, wbloli they had 
armed themselves with. Some of tbe clubs were 
heavy pieces of cedar, with the knots upon them, 
making a learful weapon. Thus armed they 
made a sadden attack upon the unarmed French­ 
men, and betere they kuew wtiat was tiie 
matter several of them were ^ knocked down in 
rapid Buccessiou. 'They would' ask, ‘•Are you a 
Freuchman ?” and then, without waittng for an an­ 
swer, would level him to the grouud. Those who 
were not stuuued lost no time in escaping (rom 
the neighborhood, and onp or two, wlio saw wliat 
was going on, tried to get out ol the way by sueak- 
Uig up tbe road. One of these 
THYINO TO MCAPE 
up the roan was Simon George, one of the French- 
meu. Several of the Irishmen saw him and yelled 
out the fact, whereupon a dozen or so, armed with 
clubs, (oilDwed him up the road. One of George’s 
friends, who observed this, ran for usslsunce, but 
when they returned they found nothing of him and 
tbe crowd uad dispersed. George’s friends 
hunted along the road, but 
could find 
uoinlDg of him. The next morning the search was 
resumed, but it waa not unUI nearly noon (Sun­ 
day, August lu), that George was lound lying in a 
field some twenty-live feet irom the roadside. His 
bead was covered with dry leaves, he wus luluua 
bis pants, and the smn which be wore was toru to 
tatter». He bore every.appearancc of having beeu 
most severely handled. He was alive, hut sense- 
He was removed to the shanty occupied by the 
brick bauds at singack, whero medical attendance 
was summoned aud the usual remedies applied. 
There was no appearance of the severe wouud on 
his skuU, and tiie doctor thought for somo time 
that the man was only suffering from the effects ol 
the liquor he had drunk tbe night before. But not 
getting better, he was removed to St. Joseph’s 
Hospital, at Paterson, on Tuesday, August 12, 
where he remained lu 
A SEMI-CONSCIOUS CONDITION 
until last Monday morniug, when he died. It was 
not uutil a shori time helore ho died that the Hos­ 
pital physiciaiiB kuew the circumstances attending 
his injuries, which they leurued of another uiaii 
who was brought down to the hospital sick. 
After death a post-mortem was held on George’s 
body, wneu it was discovered that, his skull was 
crushed in, apparently with some blunt instru­ 
ment. An iDQuest was acuordingly commenced by 
coroner Amirau, at I'atersou, on Tue.sday last, 
blit lor want of wltne.sses it was adjourned until 
yesterday. 
Several witnesses were examined yesterday, and 
the above are the facts elicited by the evidence. 
There is no doubt George met hi.s death at the 
hands of ine crowd who pursued him on the Satur­ 
day nlglit in question, altliougli who committed the 
deed was uol louiid out, nor, in lact, the names of 
those who were concerued in the iracas. Oue ol the 
wltnes.ses, however, swore that a man named Nu­ 
gent, employed at McDonald A Lewis’ bricx yard, 
was in the crowd who were flglitiug, but there is 
no evidence that he struck the blows which re­ 
sulted lu George’s death or had anything to do with 
it. Further thau that George died Irom the effects 
oflujujies su.-italned iu 
THE DRUNKEN FRACAS 
will, perhaps, never he known.

Moreover he Is a Shah upon whom you 
can place no dependence and be may not come 
before mornlug. 
ABRIVAL OP THR SHAH. 
It is eight by the clock aud there is another 
alarm. Music, by heavens! Wo make another 
rush to the line of curiosity. A train cones 
stealthily in, and we note a fiutter among the 
scarlet beings and those in orange. The first car­ 
riage drives up to the end of the long carpet. A 
Persian officer, In a dress that would make aultgble 
iVlndow curtains, or a morning gown, walks rapid­ 
ly down and stands at the carriage door. Then 
comes an Austrian officer, thai we took the liberty 
of creating an archduke, who sunds at the door. 
Then slowly walking, in field marshal's uniform,

In a slouching stride, looking at no 
one. with closed lips, garnished with a thick, 
waxed, cnrled mustache, a sharp nose, almost Ro­ 
man la shape, hall closed eyes, swarthy features, 
with paie lines—paler even from the contrast with 
the brenze skin; an expression of haughtiness, 
superciliousness, of contempt that I have rarely 
seen written on the human face; his hand resting 
onaJeweUed sword; his head wearing the velvet 
hat and the diamond ciaste r; the garment blazing 
with gems; strings uf gems ridging and cording 
the breast from arm to arm, slowly slouching 
in, we see the Shah of Persia, who among 
other offices Is King of Kings, Vicegerent of Mo- 
hommed, who was Prophet of God, aud who, accord­ 
ing to the Persian authorities that I have been 
reading on the subject, has u nobility without be­ 
ginning, coming from the heaven of heavens, with 
a power like the power of fate, the dust from 
Whose girths forming .the heavens and the sun of 
the universe a plata button from his turban. 
THR ABKIVAL AT THR PA1.A0R. 
The Emperor walks to the opened carriage door, 
and bows to the Shah. The Persian monarch re­ 
turns the salute by touching his hat with hts finger 
and steps in. Standing for a minato or two be ad­ 
justs hla gold speutaelea, looks aronnd the crowd 
and the scenery of the hlUs beyond, and takes his 
seat.

TUB SUAU’S BESIDENCR. 
. I.atxenberg Is a beautiful palace, lying in a valley 
liouth of Vienna, only a few miles distant on the 
road to the lamous vine conntry of Vdslan. A long, 
'.iinduiattng, plctnrcsque valley, surronnded with 
•bills, on the crests oi which you see quaint castles 
■wrliere the knights lived centuries ago. 
But the

It contained for the Shah. The nursery maids 
•were la force and open-eyed

A correspondent ol a New 
Tfork journal sat on a long wooden bench, flndlng 
mourlshmcnt in an apple or a peach and rubbing 
3i1b pencil as though he would caress It into elo­ 
quence. There were the usual anxious persons in 
. attendance—an anxious officer. In fuil uniform, 
•with a cross, who fondled his stubby gray beard 
thonghtfiilly as be looked down the vlsu of the 
railway track, rfo we killed time-your correspond­ 
ents and their colleague.s of the other news- 
papers-in siieculatlng upon the rank of the officer, 


who honor the Persian raon- 
clumslly moves among them, ackuowl- 
edging their salutations as the Emperor presents 
them one by one. 
GOOD NIGHT. 
This over, the two monarchs returned to the 
roht of the castle and stood a moment on the bal­ 
cony, that the people might sec and shout, which 
some of them did. Descending they reviewed the 
troops who marched past. But it was so dark that 
I venture if His Persian Majesty had a good view ol 
the Austrian soldiery. Then came a little enter­ 
tainment. supper, before bedtime, I suppose, 
Abont ten the Austrian Emperor and staff returned 
to Vienna, leaving the Shah to kill bis lambs in 
peace and have some comfortable repose, dream­ 
ing. let us loyally trust. In true Persian rhetoric, of 
a majesty so inconceivable that on the hoois of bis 
steed hung the shadows of the new moon and 
around his stirrups are the chorus of angel bands.

Vienna, August 1, 1878. 
His Majesty rested yesterday after tne fatigue of 
travel. A crowd of villagers clustered around the 
Laxcnberg chfiteau all day, but were not allowed 
to intrude. Accompanied by his sons be went out 
on the lake and was rowed in a gondola to the 
Franzcnbcrg Castle to see a collection of pictures 


lakes and wide, wandering meadows an Inviting 
home. But coming to Aostrta and not seeing the 
Exnlbiuon wonld be Impossible to a curioos- 
mlnded Shah, who, among other prerogatives in 
hts Perslau land. Is the source of hnman peace and 
Intelligence. 
So yesterday morning it was made 
known to the ourtoas Viennese that he whose 
praiaes the meadows sing would arrive at the 
Southern Railway station at noon. The palace 
whlcü he occupies Is about as far from Vienna as 
Spnyten DuyvU from the B k b a e d office, and joat 
before 
noon 
the 
Kaiser Francis Joseph, In 
his noiform 
as field marshsl. rode to the 
station to meet his Oriental brother. Francis 
Joseph looked exceedingly well as I saw him hur­ 
rying through the Graben—the Vienna Broadway— 
bowing his plumed head to the right and left. 
When the sutlon was reached there were many 
high persons in attendance. 
Baron Schnara- 
Senhom, with the historical hat; the Archduke 
who commands the 
army, other Archdukes, 
officers o( the imperial staff—a guttering company, 
profusely red and blue, who floated around the 
Emperor Uke a cloud of many colors. Further­ 
more there were long ranges of greenery-plants 
bearing flowers and on the walls decorating flags. 
The day began with cooling memories ol last 
night's thunder, and rain was spattering fitfully. 
The Kaiser was hearty, friendly, familiar as he 
stood waiting, the centre of an animated, amused 
circle, looking now and then at the clock. We 
knew the 8hab was really coming, that the special 
train bid left Laxenbnrg and that, great as was 
the power of the monarch, from the very fear 
of whom the mountains beget rubles and crystals 
and the waves of the sea send forth the coral and 
the pearl, he would not Uke liberties with special 
raUway trains running at high speed. It was 
something to know this, for he is a monarch who 
haa no respect for engagements, and sfould not 
hesitate a moment to disappoint even as august a 
King as the Apostolic Majesty of Austria, Hungary 
and BohemU, who stands here shifting from one 
leg to the other and polling his thick, brown 
whiskers into a clnater la an abseut-mlnded way. 
TH I 8UAH IN VIENNA. 
A bustle, a wUscie, the rushing of steam, a move­ 
ment among some raUway persons, and a long 
tram gUdes Into the station. Tde Bmperor ad­ 
vances to the door of the central carriage—bis own 
private Imperial car-whlch is now at the service 
of the Shah. The King of kings Is seen as the 
train creeps In, standing alone In his apartment, 
looking out of a large plate glass window. Ho 
greets the Emperor, shaking bands os he descends, 
and gazes from one to another of the staff in a Ust- 
lesa fashion as the Empercr presunu them. He 
looked very tired and actually yawned as the Em­ 
peror went through these ceremonies of courtesy, 
and seemed a bored monarch, as In a slow, heslUt- 
ing, languid way, one leg almost tripping over the 
other, he walked to the carriage. You may care to 
know that the earriage was drawn by six horses, 
that two men in full Uvery were perched behind It, 
that jockeys in orange rode the horses, and that 
there were feathers enough in the party to farnish 
an unamDitlous millinery estabUshment. A mlU- 
ury band played music. The Emperor sat on the 
back seat, the Shah at his right, in front was the 
Archduke and the Grand Vizier. The assemblage 
of citizens was not large. The rain had ceased, 
bnt threatened to come again, aud carlons people 
were In the Prater waiting for the cortége. The 
retinae of the two monarchs was, as I should 
judge, in number about filty. 
THE SHAH. 
The hero of the sun, who rides on the heavens, 
accompanied by the moon and stars, was in a som­ 
bre mood. Hjs spectacles troubled him by never 
asserting themselves on his nose, llis face looked 
Uke a combination of Edwin Booth and Judge Bar­ 
nard. He corruscated with light. There was the 
diamond aigrette, of which all the world has heard. 
The coat, with the loops and braces and ridges of 
diamonds; the belt which sustained his sword, and 
the sword Itself, covered with gems—precious 
stones enough, we would think, to save many 
thousand Persian men and women from starva­ 
tion, If this glittering Ifrlnce were In any way so 
minded. Frauds Joseph was a tame object beside 
the Persian monarch, and yet Francis Joseph bad 
Jewels aud colors enough Of bis own and 
was a radiant being Ukewlse. The postilions in 
orange and white; the feathered footmen in blue 
and scarlet; the driver la red, who looked as 
solemn as a Harvard professor; the Emperor, in 
his many hues; the six gray horses, with all the 
strength and fire uf Andalusia la their lithe, wll- 
Ung Umbs; and, above all, the Prince, whose 
gracious smile, falling into the seething hell-flrea, 
would, as the Persian poet tells us, smother thenl 
at once and forever—this prince, for whom the 
hyacinths and the roses exist only to breathe forth 
their fragrance, the very King of kings himself, 
ridged and glistening with gems—formed a group 
of beauty almost of splendor, pleasing to those 
who looked on, who took off their hats and cried 
out as it whirled along 


THROUGH THE PBATBR, 
I d o not Know that the g lo ry of the w o rld 
cold b re a th o f whose fav o r stlUeth the Wintry

storms—expressed any emotions abont Vienna. 
He rode at an easy pace, studying the crowd 
through his spectacles; sometimes rubbing hu

After 
and looking curiously a second time as the Kaiser 
studying this, and, as tne wicked Vienna journals 
insist, gloating over the Instruments of torture 
preserved from the goed old times when no one 
was wicked and the boys all attended Sunday 
school, he^rlslted Schoenbrunn and dined wltk the 
Emperor. There is a story that the Empress sent 
word to the Shah to know what time It would be 
most convealent for her to receive him, and that 
be replied when he wanted to see her he would let 
her know: and that the Empress In high temper 
packed her dressing-bag aud started for the coun­ 
try, and will not see the Shah. How true ihU is, 
my relations with the Empress give me no oppor­ 
tunity of saying: but true it is that she has gone 
away, and that It is announced for her health.

painted to resemble geld and gems, the crowd 
•bserved him very much as a company of New 
Yorkers would have observed Dan Bryant about to 
break mto a plantation dance in honor of Gld Vir­ 
ginia. If this Prmce, at the soond of whoae wrath 
the light of the brightest star trembles in the sky, 
had suddenly opened the door and sang a comic 
song, accompanied by proper dancing measures, 
there would have been no snrprise. It seemed to

IN THE ROI’UNDA. 
Abont two the meal was at an end, the King of 
the Universe sipped bis 
coffee, smoked 
bis 
nargblly, and, stepping into the carnage^ with the 
six impatient horses, drove to the rotunda door. 
Here were 
lo.ooo Dersons gathered to receive 
him. A thin lane opened, guarded by policemen, 
and at the entrance Baron Schwarz-Senborn, with 
his hat in his hand, to bid him welcome. There 
was no Cheering. For a loyal people these Aus- 
trians are very silent. The Shah descended, tbe 
Emperor at his side, about filty eminent beings. In 
various stages of lace, gold, sutlu aud cashmere 
coming after. As the party entered the magnifi­ 
cent rotunda the band, which stood on a railing 
high up, began the "Persian Hymn," which, 
like 
many 
of his 
dlamoada and a few of 
his wives, the Shah discovered in Europe. A peal 
of bells, sent to the Exhibition by a firm In Ger­ 
many, broke Into a merry continuous clanging. 
The fountains began to play, throwing out jets of 
cooling water which flashed and splashed. There 
was splendor In the sight. The rotunda marvel­ 
lous m Its grace and beauty and proportions; the 
congregated trophies of science, industry and art 
whleh thronged the rotunda hsU—marbles from 
Italy, porcelaines and fine clay wares from iRusala, 
laces and woollen fabrics irom Germany, types of 
every department of the Exhibition; the model of 
the Brussels Bourse, tbe Swiss statue ol Helvetia 
embralcng Geneva, the extraordinary French lion, 
to which we have become reconcUed; the refresh- 
mem booiha and trophies from the Vienna shops, 
a bewildemng sight, at the first view, growing 
mors aud more wondorlul as you study It, and well 
calculated to astonish even a monarch who had 
seen London and Paris. 


IN OERUANT ANJ> FRANCE. 
Crossing the rotunda slowly, the Imperial party 
entered the German department. The manner of 
going was in’this fashion:—First a body of police, 
onder an officer, who gently opened a lano Into the 
crowd and forced the people back into double lines; 
then an officer of the Shah's salte and a general on 
tbe staff of the Emperor, with Baron Schwarz- 
Senhorn as an advance guard; then the Shah, side 
by side with Francis Joseph, tbe Persian Vizier 
closely behind. The imperial cluster was generally 
by Itself—a good amount of space between it and 
tbe retinue. The Sbah himself directed the move- 
menu of the party. He wont where he willed, 
stood 
as 
long as he pleased, noting only 
what 
interested 
him. 
Francis 
Joseph was 
his gutdf 
and 
answered his questions, re­ 
ferring now and then to Baron Schwarz-Scnborn 
for Iníormaüon. When the Shah, as was often the 
cáse, could not comprehend what the Emperor 
said Id French, he turned to hla Minister, wbo 
translated it into Persian. When the party came 
to each departmcut the monarchs were received 
by the commissioner representing the country, 
who remained with them until they passed luto 
another department. Your correspondent followed 
the Sbah In his progress, and noted, as far as was 
possible, the Impressions made upon tne sacred 
mind by the different forms of the Exhibition. In 
the German department tnere is a collection of 
bnsu In porcelain. The Shah stopped a moment 
and turned to the Emperor. “There is the German 
Kaiser," he said, smiling. "Very good. There Is 
the Crown Princess, also very good. The Imperial 
Prince and Prince Bismarck," be said, naming 
them over to the Emperor with a smile of recogni­ 
tion to each, and in a pleased wsy, as though 
he had found something lhat might interest Ills 
Anstrlan Mgjcsty. Then he passed on until be 
came to some work In clay, bcaatlfally colored in 
the Chlne.se style. He walked np to It, looked 
closely and rubbed the enamel with his fingers. 
"Very beautiful," he said; “Is this French t" 
"No," said the Kaiser, "this Is German." 
"It 
looked like French," said tbe «hah. In the French 
department a bronze figure of Napoleon I. caught 
his eye, and, patting It, he said, "That Is Napo­ 
leon." He spent some time studying the tapes­ 
tries decorating the walls, asking the Emperor 
whether they wore from the government looms 
or not. 
A OAK* OF CIIF.SS. 
He did not leave the main hall until he came to 
Hwltzerland. No arrangemenu had been made for 
visiting the side halls, as the time necessary would 
be too much for the day's progress, 
«wltzerland 
hasno exhibltloQ In the main hall, and when the 
Sbah came to the door of the annex bis eye was 
attracted by the flag. "Is this Switzerlandf" he 
asko<l. 
“«Wltzerland," said the Emperor. “Is In 
this side hall." There were the police barring the 
way. a dense crowd of people behind them. Bnt 
the Persian King did not mind, as he deliberately 
walked into the crowd and pushed his way Into 
the Swiss quarter, leaving his retinue to come a.s 
best they could. Evidently the beautiful Swiss land 
bad left some pleasing impression upon that eye, 
which,wo are told.has only to glance upon the rocks 
in order that the diamonds may flow forth like 
the clear waters of a running broos. This was 
the only hull that bo so honored until he came to 
the one containing the display irum Persia. Rc- 
tnrnmg from «witzerlanrt he continued until Eng­ 
land was reached. There stood .Mr. Owen, the 
Secretorr of the British Commission, to welcome 
him. AS he entered the Emperor said, “Here Is 
England," "England hereT" said the Shah, look­ 
ing around. "And this." said tne Einucror. "is the 
English Commls-sioner." Mr. Owen made his bow, 
but the Shah did not observe him, for he strolled 
along, above human courtesy, as it seemed. Ho 
did not remain in England as long as in France, 
There Is a necklflce of diamond'^ m one case, 
marked as worth $160,000. 
There Is also an 
exhibition ol the jewels of the Countess 01 Dudley— 
rubles,diamonds, pearls, amethysts aud gurnets, the 
interest on the money value of which, as they rest 
on their velvet cases . and excite envious burn­ 
ings, would add largely to the Income of a faithful 
correspondent. 
A crowd had gathered at this 
wlnilow, supposing that the Prince, In whoso eyes 
tUo DcaiHutU«i«fo »D« ^ wboae nre«.cncc 


become tears of Joy. would show bis wonder or his 
envy. But he who bringeth the double spring­ 
time did not notice the Dudley dlamouds. "This," 
said one who was at his side, "this U tbe famous 
collection of the jewels of the Countess of’—but 
Naasr-ed-Dln was away. His eye bad seen a aUver 
chessboard. 
He looked at the board and at 
the 
pawns 
and

and gold. Taking up the queen he showed It to 
the Emperor. Then motioning to the Grand Vizier 
he deuberately began to arrange the pieces and 
open a game of chess. Tbe Sbah stood at one side 
of tbe board, tbe Minister at the other, and the 
game began, to the astonishment of (he Austrian 
Emperor even, who showed la his countenanee an 
expression or wonder as to whether he would be 
really expected.to stand there, with his imperial 
steff—to stand waiting and weary—whUe the 
source of human peace pUyed chess with one of 
his companions. After exchanging five or six 
_moves tbe Shah abruptly turned from the board, 
and, rubbing his eyes, and with his head down, 
joined the Kaiser and kept his way. 
HIS ILUESTT PALLS IN LOTB. 
He kept his wayin ids'llstlesa, slouohlng manner, 
one leg going over the other, with a gait Uke Ed­ 
win Booth when he cosies down tbe stage to the 
front to speculate upon the advantages and con­ 
tingencies of a bare bodkin, sometimes looking at 
an object when showa him, but more frequently 
paying no heed. And here I must say as a foliblnl 
historian that this prioce, who among other at­ 
tributes Is known as tbe lightning cuqduotor of 
vtrtne, found many objects of interest, which Were 
not on exhibition, whldh certainly have no place 
in the official catalogue. 
Whether it u pos­ 
sible that the two hundred Viennese mothers 
Who had sent pbotegrapha of their daughters to the 
Shah were there in line with their treasures or 
not. I cannot say. Nor wiO I make any specula- 
uons on the subject, after the manner of the Vienna 
press—being, as all tbe world knows, a historian 
who disdains gossip and whispering. But In this 
lane through which we walked there were many 
lovely women. Even to the plain eyes of this writer, 
who is not an authority on the subject, they were 
beautiful exceedingly. To-day they welcomed the 
sun of the universe In all the cunning and expres­ 
sion ol Vienna taste. Ribbons of dainty hue, ar­ 
rangements of gauze and lace, that Invited without 
disclosing, curiously-fashioned silks and satins, 
sprays of leaf aud fruitage, and eyes of welcome 
and wooing nnder all. I leel among my mainy sins of 
omlsaton that I have never done justice to thfi 
women of this capital in the columns of the 
H e r a ld. If I were a poet or a hnmortst, or a 
writer of rare descriptive powers, like so many of 
my distinguished coUeagues who have chronicled 
this Shah of Persia, suoli an onusslon would be un­ 
pardonable. 
But with plain tastes and a life 
given more to the contemplation of domestic vir­ 
tues. flndlng ideals in St. Theresa and Jennie 
Deans and the mother of Washington, tbe snbject 
has always been beyond me. So, wnen this day 1 
find myself walking in^ the tram of the Prince, 
from the feet of whose horses the thunder springs, 
and around whose stirrups the angels sing In 
cnorus-when I And myself In this heavenly station, 
beamed on by so much glory, not to speak Of the 
diamonds, 
and 
right 
and 
left 
the 
fair, 
smiUng darUngs of Vienna throwing their glances 
like blossoms 
upon our path, 
the eye, as 
the wicked lago said, sounding a parley to provo­ 
cation, and when It speaks an alarm to lore, I de­ 
spair of doing Justlce*and honor to the scene. So 
when I tell you that he tbe dust of whose feet Is 
claimed by other emperors for tbelr diadems spent 
most of his time In the royal progress in looking at 
the ladles do not blame him nor your servant 
who writes these lines for bis inability to describe 
the beauty and fulness and variety of the tempta­ 
tion. What could you expect of a human prmce 
away from hearth and home—never a one of his 
seventy wives to comfort aud steady him t "This, 
Your Majesty," said the polite French Commis­ 
sioner, ‘‘Is a specimen of bronze work from Paris. 
Diana, you observe, is '* 
but His Majesty stood 
in an 
entranced 
mood, quietly holding his 
spectacles on bis nose as he looked Into tne blue 
eyes ol a maiden who had struck his fancy. Y'es, 
truly, this expression and source of all wisdom 
looked mto the blue eyjss—as man looks at woman 
when she pleases him. Then he spoke to her in 
French, but she knew not that tongue. Then he 
patted her on the cheek—a language she evidently 
comprehended—for the roses flowed into her 
checks, flaming over the shadows and brlghtncsa 
of her beauty like an aurora m the northern skies. 
G blessed among women, German maiden I And 
what envious hearts are all around you, hating you 
as they woflld a basilisk, for enchanting this Shah I 
And Pranels Joseph, when anything bored, or both­ 
ered, or vexed him, as I lear many things did on this 
progress, first stood on one leg and then on an­ 
other, twlstmg his brown whiskers nervoasly, 
never observmg the fascmatlon of his guest; bat 
studying some discreet tapestry with cows and a 
brook and Innocent, playing children that was 
hanging over him. The lightning conductor of 
virtue could not speak to the maiden and so com­ 
manded one of bis suite to make a eommnnlcatlon, 
and went on. And when a little later your corre­ 
spondent dlseoverd the Danubiau beauty on tbe 
arm of a Persian grandee in a cashmere garment 
his Inference was that a new bride bad been added 
to the happy home of Teheran, and that the prmce 
who never prays without causing the dew to 
crystallize Into pearls had added another nnlt to 
the sum of hU happmess.

Still we kept on—ilowly slonching on—pausing 
Wherever a pretty face attracted His Majesty, un­ 
til we came to some Italian marbles.

on we kept, the Vicegerent of the Prophet looking 
at the women mainly until he came to the Nether­ 
lands and was shown some raw hemp and flax and 
a collection of yarn and thread. 
His Majesty, 
stopped. The case was opened. He caressed the 
hemp and the flax, asked question after question, 
snd When he left returned again to pursue hts 
studies.

THE KAISER TAKR8 HIS LEATE. 
Again through the rotunda, hurriedly Into the 
Austrian dopartmenu I am afraid the King of 
Kings was very tired, certainly weariness had 
written lt.s lines so the face of the Emperor and of 
many who followed him. 80, rather more rapidly 
than heretofore, the party walked, pausing In 
Russia te note some ftirs and to admire a real bear 
with a real club. In a thoroughly stuffed condition. 
Then Into Greece, where he stood for a minute In 
admiration or a portrait of himself. This pleased 
him very much, and when ne had studied It he 
turned and saluted the Kaiser, under the Impres­ 
sion, It may be, that Francis Joseph had pointed it

So the Emperor hurriedly walked 
through one of the Austrian halls back to his 
pavilion. As he crossed the path ho met a young 
German prince who was sauntcrlng aronnd in 
plain clothes. The Emperor stopped and shook 
hands heartily. "Have you seen the Shah T" said 
the Emperor. "No," was the response. “Well, he 
Is over in the Persian department." And there 
was just the slightest, scarcely noticeable, smile 
Jjtd fiUfUKOi lue UHBnr^i snvuyiqrs.

IN PERSIA.

The Austrian Emperor entered a small, tw*.

sian hymn. I'he Sbah stood for a moment in front ol 
hiB house and looked at it; then asked a ques­ 
tion or two, and, moonttng the stairs, passed In 
with hU retinae. TUen be oame out on the 
balcony to see tbe crowd, which gave him a slight 
cheer. But he made no sign, only looked around 
him, and at the palace of the Khedive and w ey 
abruptiy away. Dinner was served to his retlnde 
by tbe restaurant of the Trots Frhres, and after­ 
ward the Shah and some of hU friends went into 
the palace of the Khedive. After this, as the day 
was well gone. His Majesty entered the carriage 
with six horses, which had been In waiting, and 
drove to tbe southern station and from thence 1 
his Laxenberg palace.

General Sherm an, replying to a num ­ 
ber of suggestions, said th at “newspftpers bad no 
rlg b t to express any opinion ou the subject, and 
th at the m en wiio w rote Ibr new spapers knew 
uottalng of w hat they talked about. Congressmen 
were elected to determ ine upon tne question, and 
th at the d - d bohem ian InterloperB shbuld be sup­ 
pressed by law or force.’’ 
ABS SHERMAN AND GRANT FRIENDS ? 
R e p o b t e r —Are tbe President and G eneral Sher­ 
m an on irieudly term s ? 
Mr. M0CLT.LAUU—I do n o t think they are on 
term a of m ore than formal friendship, aud have not 
been since General Rollins, as Secretary of War, 
refused to allow General Sherm an to ran th e War 
D epartm ent. 
Sherm an is essentlallv an egotlat, 
and beUeves him self to be tb e hero of ihe rebellion, 
while every fWend of General G rant knows th at it 
took all his m ilitary genius to cover op Sberm an's 
bluuders.

I t would hA.ve looked 
b etter had Sherm an given the appointm ent un­ 
asked; b u t 1 am doubtful if General Sherm an would 
have granted th at lavor to the wife of the Presi­ 
dent. 
R e p o r t e r —Do you think Sherm an wonld like to 
en act the rOle of Cmsar himself? 
Mr. McCüLLAon—1 think he w ould; but he wonld 
have no chance unless after a long struggle, iu 
which he would come out head of the army, it is 
not likely for the reason th a t should along straggle 
ensue betw een this couutry and the people Sher­ 
m an would n o t be a t the head of tbe arjny. In fact, 
Sherm an w ithout Qi-ant’s backm g would play a 
amall p a rt in any revolution. 
R epo r t e r - W hat p art would Sheridan tak e in a 
conflict for em pire?

PRESS OPmONS. 


[From tbe St. John (N. B.) Tribune, Angust 18.) 
The New Y o rk H e r a l d is provoking the derision 
of the crowd and exciting the serious atten tio n of 
m any tboughtfol people by discussing the prospects 
and possibilities of a despotism in the United 
states. The rapidity w ith which authority has been 
centralized, the ease w ith which the constitution 
has been w arped or changed to snit the em ergen­ 
cies tb at rendered a strong governm ent aeceseary, 
and the suspicion th at Generai G rant is to be placed 
in office for a third term , have rendered this 
discussion possible. The very f»ct th at such a 
subject will bear discussion is one of g re at signif­ 
icance. 
It IS, a t least, as sensibie as the discussion 
Of the prospect of the establishm ent of a republic 
iu G reat B ritain or the annexation of Canada to the 
United states, Th# H e r a l d should not be ridiculed 
by these who sravely dinensa either of these sub­ 
jects. in the United S tates there is a crgytng for 
titu lar distlnctlens hardly surpassed in Germany.

My dream ever was, since the 
poverty ol my n ative country prevented it from 
securing the Cesnola collection, th at the land of 
my adoption should possess it.

On rnesday m orning early a party of five gentle» 
men, who were stopping at T erry’s Hotel, C entre 
Moriches, w ent to cross the g re at South Ray lor 
the purpose of bathing. There were Included in 
the party Mr. George T. Kelller, Mr. Gnorge P. 
Howe and Mr. Rowe’s brother, with two o ther 
young gentlem en, whose nam es have not been 
ascertained. The whole party arrived eurller a t 
the place of bathing than the t*oats from o th er 
hotels, and eiitcrod tho w ater alm ost m m ed latelv 
after their arrival on the beach. 
The n o rth eastern 
wind had produced a new storm and an uuusually 
high snrf. The whole party w ent Into the w a te r 
together, and clung last by the ropes tor som e tim e. 
Mr. George Howe’s brother was the first who was 
sw ept irom the Unc, and the others, w ith the ex ­ 
ception of one, were earn ed off alm ost Imme­ 
diately afterw ards. Mr. Keiller was taken out bv 
an e.xceedlngly largo wave and sw ept out of sight 
before the iTfeboat could render any assistance. 
Mr. George T. Keilicr, the party drow ned, reached 
the shore In salety after hla first struggle with tbe 
breakers, but. seeing hia brother In danger of being 
lost, w ent into the su n again. Thu brother, how­ 
ever, was throw n in on the beach in an exhausted 
condition by a circular eddle, while George T. 
Kelller was scarcely three m inutes tn the surf th e 
second time when he threw np his arm s and waa 
sw ept out of Bight. I'he other two m en were saved, 
one iiialnly by th e assistance of fttr. David Blair, of 
Albany. At noon the United S tates officers, u n d er 
Svmmes De Harcui, d raggdlttae su rf fur the bodies, 
bnt without success. In tbe course of d rag g in g 
the log of Mr. Gilman Terry waa well nigh severed 
from hlfl body by coming in co n ta ct w ith a rope.

The queaüon of coal supply has become an 
exceedingly interesting one both in England 
and the United States. 
The newspaper press 
and the periodicals have 
discnssing it in 
every point of view. But it claims attention on 
somewhat different grounds in the two oonn- 
tries. 
In England the ooal fields are meas­ 
ured, the weight in tons of available oosl eeti- 
mnted, and the time calculated approximately 
when the whole amount in the island wiU be 
consumed. 
The area of the ooal fields being 
limited and known, and the annual oonsump- 
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tion being enormous. Parliament appointed a 
commission of able men to ascertain what 
the quantity that can be reached or mined 
is, and how 
long, at the average 
rate 
of 
eonsumption, 
it 
will 
be 
before 
the whole would be exhausted. 
There was 
some difference of opinion among the Com­ 
missioners both as to the available quantity 
and the time when it would be consumed. 
Some, thought ooal at a vast depth, where the 
heat approaches a hundred degrees of Fahren­ 
heit, might be worked by the application of 
scientific improvements. 
Others thought not. 
Ilonce, 08 there is a great deal of ooal in Eng­ 
land lying at a depth where the temperature is 
so high or higher, the estimates differed. Still 
all agree that the period of exhaustion is 
limited, and this is variously stated to be from 
one humlred to two hundred yeara 
Some few 
writers on the subject make the time less and 
some more. 
Probably the ooal fields of Great 
Britain, calculating the present rate of con­ 
sumption and average yearly increase on that 
from the steady increasing demand, will be 
exhausted in little over a century. 
Of course 
this calculation is based upon the supposition 
that no discovery of any substitute for 
coal will be found. 
Then, a great quantity of 
the best coal has been taken out of tke mines, 
and what remains of superior quality will be 
first mined. 
The poorer qualities will be ex- 
tnmted at increased cost as time advances. 
Here, then, we see a sufficient reason for the 
rise of price in England and the fear ex­ 
pressed as to the future. 
The manufacturing 
and commercial greatness and wealth of Eng­ 
land came from her coal fields more than from 
anything else. 
As coal cannot be imported as 
cheaply as it has been raised at home there is 
reason to conclude the price will rather ad­ 
vance than decline. 


In the United States coal remains high, and 
the price is being forced up from very differ­ 
ent causes. 
Our coal fields are well nigh in­ 
exhaustible ; at least, they are so extensive 
that no time could be reasonably fixed for 
their exhaustion. 
There will be an abundant 
supply mafay centuries hence, though our popu­ 
lation may be counted b.y hundreds of mil­ 
lions. 
We 
mean 
both 
anthracite 
and 
bituminous ooal, for though the former, as 
far os is known, is limited chiefly to Pennsyl­ 
vania, there is in that State an enormous 
amount. 
Why, then, is ooal so high? and 
why has the price been advanced? 
The price 
of Scranton coal at auction in June, 1871, was 
four dollars and eighty-five cents a ton ; last 
month it brought four dollars and ninety-six 
cents. 
Now it is said the rate will be ten 
cents a ton higher during the rest of the sea­ 
son. 
Even the vast abundance nature has in 
store in this country and the increasing facili­ 
ties for working and bringing coal to market 
prove of no advantage to the consumer. 
In­ 
stead of getting coal cheaper, as improved 
means for working and transporting it are 
developed, it becomes dearer. 
In brief, the 
whole community and all our great industrial 
interests that need this valuable article are at 
the mercy of the railroad monopolists, who not 
only 
charge what 
they 
please 
for 
transportation 
but 
have 
bought 
up 
and 
obtained control of 
the 
worked 
and convenient coal 
fields. The Reading 
Coal and Iron Company, it is said, has spent 
thirty millions of dollars in buying up mines 
and lands in Schuylkill county, and tUs com­ 
pany is owned by, or is, virtually, the Read­ 
ing Railroad Company. 
Other railroad com­ 
panies may not have the power to grasp as 
much as this gigantic corporation, which has 
a considerable monopoly of the coal carrying 
business, but they are all as ambitious and 
selfish, and are aiming at a like control over 
the markets of the country. 
Practically, they 
own the State of Pennsylvania, and dictate 
what they will to the Legislature and the execu­ 
tive authorities. 
The people of New York and 
other States are taxed heavily, though indi­ 
rectly, by such stnpendoos monopolies. 
A 
tax on the food we eat would not be more 
oppressive than on fuel, and yet these corpo­ 
rations can, with impunity, impose an exor­ 
bitant price on coal, in order to declare enor­ 
mous dividends and to enrich themselves. 
Unless some means be found to check the 
grasping cupidity of the railroad companies in 
Pennsylvania the whole coal region of that 
State will soon belong to them. 
Now they 
have a complete monopoly of transportation, 
and,, as a consequence, charge pretty much 
what they please, or control the market priee 
by regulating the supply. 
With the possession 
of the coal fields their power will be absolute. 
We refer to cool particularly because that is 
the theme of our article; but the railroad 
monopoly has its grip upon the indnstriol 
pursuits of the country generally. The farmers 
of the West have felt this and are organizing 
to protect themselves. 
The railroads have 
seized a large portion of the public lands 
through the power they have exercised at 
Washington and over the State governments 
and make the hardy settlers pay both a high 
price for these lands and extravagant charges 
for transporting the products. Every where the 
evils of railroad extortion are the same—in the 
thickly populated North as well as in the West. 
Every citizen who sends his produce to mar-

the first things that should be done is to 
abolisbr the duty*on that article.

North American ooloniM could and would 
supply the large cities and vast population 
along the Atlantic seaboard with coal cheaper 
than it U now obtained from Pennsylvania. 
This would be an immediate relief, and, as 
was said before, it would be just as reasonable 
to tax the food we eat as it is to Impose a duty 
on this other prime necessity of life-a duty 
whioh only goes to benefit these same ooal 
and railroad monopolists of Pennsylvania. 
Here Congress can act ^rectly and efficiently. 
Nothing would tend so much to bring the 
monopolists to their senses. 
Bnt, apart from 
the blessing this cheapening of ooal would 
be to the poor and people at large, it would go 
far to promote manufacturing industry, whioh 
depends 
much upon 
the use

article. 
StiU, that would bruise only one

Aroused 
public 
sentiment 
is

Few married couples have 
mutually strengthened and sweetened each 
other through two and a half decades. 
Few 
can at once congratulate themselves on a 
happy and prosperous career, and point to a 
happy and prosperous family, refined by good 
education, cultured by intercourse with tiie 
best society and possessing that physical and 
mental stamina whioh argues a not very 
heavily shadowed future. 
We shall not pry into this silver wedding or 
present a vulgarly minute catalogue of gifts 
and donors. 
If President Grant should ever

Tn« War in Spnin. 
Telegrams from Spain, dated in Madrid 
yesterday, bring intelligence 
of quite an 
animated character, particularly 
with re­ 
spect to the progress of the war. 
The Madrid 
government announces the occurrence of a 
bloody battle between the republican and 
Carlist insurrectionist forces near Berga, end­ 
ing in a brilliant victory for the government 
army. 
The Carlists sustained a most severe 
defeat after a desperate conflict. 
They had 
ninety men killed and three hundred wounded. 
Generals Saballs and Tristany, two of the 
most valiant and faithful of Don Carlos’ com­ 
manders, were laid on the field woimded. 
The 
giege of Berga has been raised aud the insur­ 
gents are in full retreat from their position of 
threat against the municipality. 
The Madrid 
Cabinet has evidently become more animated. 
It continues its endeavor to place a new army 
in the field. 
A suspension of the civil rights of 
individuals, under certain circumstances of 
military necessity, is to bo proposed to the 
Cortes as a ministerial measure. 
In the mean­ 
time Don Carlos remains in the field and in 
very formidable strength. 
His friends in 
England, os in Spnin, appear to be exceed­ 
ingly active ; so it is quite likely that we shall 
hear of another battle in a short time. 
A 
number of prisoners token by the government 
troops from the Carlist and Communist mus­ 
ters, at various periods, are to be despatched 
as reinlbrcemonts to the Spanish'arm y in 
Cuba. 
Wc apprehend that tliis party will con­ 
stitute a very bad lot, aud we are sure that it 
is being put to a very poor and rather danger­ 
ous use by the Spauiarda. 


The IVevr Yorh Repnblie»ae.-The Call 
Her a State Convention. 
The Republican State Central Committee 
have appointed Wednesday, September 24, as 
the day and the city of Utica as the place for 
the meeting of the State Convention, which is 
to nominate the party Candidates for our 
State offices to bej elected next November, 
and the platform upon which the party will 
fight this impending Sthte battle. 
Very little 
public interest is monifested at present in 
relerence to this political contest; bnt the 
fact that the prevoiling idea among 
the

defined aud auimated contest for the Legis­ 
lature.

not be the democratic candidatefor the United 
States Senate, and as the liberal republicans 
can do nothing withoot oo-operation with the 
democrat* the question recurs. Upon what 
basis, if they combine at all will the demo- 
crats and anti-Grant Uberals combine in this 
coming FaU campaign?

T h e C h ie f J u s tic e s h ip . 
The ap|>ointment of a Chief Justice of the 
United States is perhaps the most solemn and 
responsible dutyr whioh can faU to the lot of 
any President 
The highest judicial office in 
the country is one that cannot be flUed from 
the ranks of the politicians or as a matter of 
personal favor. 
Neither is it proper that it 
should long remain vacant to be made the 
sport of politicians in their intrigues for pla'oe. 
A sufficiently long time has elapsed since the 
death of Chief Justice Chase to make the 
choice of his successor a serious and imme­ 
diate duty with the President 
In naming the 
new Chief Justice President Grant cannot 
and we are persuaded he will n o t act upon 
personal or political reasons. 
A man of 
great ability, large learning in the law, 
sterling 
character 
aud 
unimpeachable 
personal worth is the only one to fill 
the office. 
So much depends upon the worth 
and wisdom of the Chief Justice that the very 
Uborties of the country may be said to bo in 
his keeping. 
A judge, wiUing to be the tool 
of a party, a faction or a clique, would be more 
dangerous than a hostile fleet 
A weak man 
in this great office would be powerful for evil 
A politician, ruling in the Court as well as in 
the caucus, would be 
disgraceful to the 
Republic. 
A bad Chief Justice is more to be 
feared than a bad President 
We know these 
considerations will weigh heavily with the 
President and it is fair to asstuue that his 
selection, whioh we trust he will speedily make, 
will be based upon reasons in harmony with 
them.

Seven weeks ago a gentleman, while walking 
along the banks of the Schuylkill at Philadel­ 
phia, was startled by^ an unusual object a little 
way from shore. 
At the first glance he was 
inclined to doubt his eyesight, but, mastering 
the thrill of horror which began to creep 
through him; he fixed his vision more intently 
upon the object and assured himself only too 
certainly that what he beheld was nothing less 
than a human corpse standing upright in the 
water, in the ooze and slime of which it* feet 
had got entongled. 
To drag the ghastly spec­ 
tacle ashore was a work requiring something 
akin to heroism. 
It was a task which almost 
any man would have shrunk from, and which 
no ordinary man could easily have brought 
himself to perform alone. Onco accomplished, 
however, and the body lying on the shore, 
there were revealed to the goutleman’s wistful 
scrutiny the worn features of a man seventy 
years old. 
The body was large, though spare. 
A stoop was manifest in the shoulders, the 
hair was somewhat gray, a soar was visible by 
the right eye and one ol the hands was crooked. 
There were no marks of violence on the per­ 
son^ and no 
plausible solution presented 
itself to 
the 
many 
questions 
which 
flashed through the 
gentleman’s 
mind. 
Proper assistance was called, the body was 
taken to the Morgue, and an advertisement 
was inserted in one of the Philadelphia papers 
describing the dead man’s appearance. 
The 
next day, July 5, a despatch came to Philadel­ 
phia from the Pittsburg Chief of Police, stating 
that a man named Thomas Munce had left his 
home the previous Wednesday, July 2, and 
desiring that any information concerning him 
might be immediately forwarded. 
Somehow 
no one seems to have identified the body found 
on the morning of Joly 3 with the description 
sent by the Pittsburg Chiet of Police, and it 
was not until the posting of a placard offering 
one thousand dollars reward for definite in­ 
formation as to the whereabouts of Thomas 
Munce, alive or dead, that any connection be­ 
tween the Schuylkill corpse and the Pittsburg 
requisition seems to have been established. 
The minute description on this placard in­ 
cluded mention of a gold hunting-case watch ' 
worn by the missing Thomas Munce, and 
numbered 3,415. 
By judicious manoeuvring 
the Philadelphia police flnaRy discovered that 
such a watch was in the possession of an up­ 
town pawnbroker. 
The story of the pawn­ 
broker had a certain air of mystery, but forms, 
an important link of a very singular chain to 
which several, perhaps many, other important 
links 
are 
wanting.

says that on

(about two weeks after the dis­ 
covery 
of 
the 
body) 
a

With the reappearance of the young man, 
who returned to claim the watch, the plot 
thickens. 
He was, of course, immediately ar­ 
rested. 
If the pawnbroker’s story is strange, 
the young man’s is still more so. 
His name 
is William McEwen, and hit occupation is— 
what? 
Nothing loss than that of driving the 
“dead wagon” and removing dead bodies to 
the Morgue. 
He it was who drove the body of 
Thomas Munce thither. 
But then there was 
another corpse in the wagon, and this second 
corpse was in a box. 
The box was so large 
that the remains of Mr. Munce were pushed 
against the driver, and the dead man’s watch 
foil out, almost into William McEwen’s hands. 
McEwcn kept the watch, held bis tongue and 
got new works inserted into the timepiece, in 
place ot the old ones, whioh were damaged. 
And now comes a third point, which is 
more remarkable still, 
William 
McEwen 
drove the body to the Morgue; but who drove 
it away from there? 
No one appeared to 
claim it, and after a certain interval it dis- 
appeared and was found only a day or two 
ago.

Is twenty-seven miles in length, and connects Lakes 
Erie and Ontario, and affords u n in terru p ted navi­ 
gation from Lakes Eric, Uuroh, M ichigan an d Su­ 
perior to tide w ater at Montreal. 
DIMENSIONS UP LOCKS. 
The locks on the W elland Canal are 140 feet in 
length hud ¿a le d 6 inches In width, With a uni­ 
form depth ol w ater ol not less than 10 feet on the 
m itre cills. The gates are of wood and generally 
worked by hand or m anual labor. 
TONNAOE OF VESSELS. 
The largest class of vessels passing throngh this 
canal will carry about eoo tons, and som e of tbe 
saUing vessels carry i9,ouo bnshels of w h eat at ten 
leet draught of w ater.

Port Colbomc is situated a t the southern 
entrance of the canal on Lake Erie, eighteen miles 
w est of Buffalo, and has a depth of tw elve feet of , 
w ater rock bottom, and will m oor aoout seventy- 
five vessels. Port Dalhousle Is situated at ifio 
northern entrance of the canal on Lake Ontario, 
has about twelve feet of w ater and will m oor about 
one hundred canal sized vessels. 
THE NEW SH IP CANAL.

Tnis does not represent 
th e entire num ber now under couUuemcut lor th at 
period who have been received at Sliif Slug, In­ 
asm uch as la the d raits of prlaouers to Auburn 
and Clinton “Ufe then,” as they are termed, have 
been Included.

practically for a-lo n g period, tbelr long terois 
could be ntUlsed so as to Aend them out ol the 
prison aeir-reUaot men. 
TUR UPE WOMEN. 
In the lemaie prison there arc eight women whose 
sentences are file imprisonment. Miss Johnson, 
the Matron, bears the same testimony to the good 
behavior of these women as a class that the War­ 
den gives lor the men. Tliere Is, however, a t pres­ 
en t an exception to this, and it Is a somewhat re­ 
markable exception. 
“The Veiled M urderess” has 
been in the prison more than eighteen years. Her 
peculiar temper and the general Impressmn th at 
‘ she 18 Insane have caused the offlclals under past 
adm iuistrstions to grant her a lew privileges. Une 
ol these is the liberty to Uke her rations to her 
cell aniVcat them there, and not to join the other 
convicts at the general table. Inspector Graves Is 
ol ap opinion that this practice la detrim ental to 
the proper dlsctpUue of tile prisoner, and he haa 
therelore, ordered that the “ VeUed Mnrderess»

ence for the same result. This offer was m et by 
her with a steady refnaal to give up the nam e of 
her friends. 
She says that she la resp ectrtly con­

prevalent Impression is that she has no W ends; 
also that the refusal to go Is prom pted more by the 
lact that she believes she Is more comfortable In 
tUc prison than she wonld be outside of It.

As far as this State was con­ 
cerned he was lully satisllcU that the alteration lu 
the law by which a verdict of m urder la the scc- 
oud degree could be returned for a capital ode nee 
would necessarUy lucrea.se the num ber-of llfe-seu- 
tenced prisoners. 
He liad always found, he said, 
th a t the Ufe prisoners were better behaved aud 
more amenable to dlsclpllue than any other con­ 
victs. Ue attributed tins to the hopelessncsa of 
th eir condition. Their attention, as well us the at­ 
tention of all prisoners, is concentrated upon them- 
■elves; but in the case of the life meu their only 
gleam of hope comes through the door of good 
behavior. They look forward to a pardon after 
Bcrviiig a certain num ber of years, and the grant- 
lug of that pardon Is iiltogeUier dcpeudcut upon 
the cxcelleuce of their pnaou record. All the men 
now In the prison for life seuieuces were exem ­ 
plary In this respect, and they gave the authorl- 
ties less trouble thau any utucr class of criminals. 
As lar as bis observation extended the term ot 
U e ptisim ers was about ten years. Those that 
the prt«oa now beyond that perloa were

SKETCH OP THE CRIMES. 
The following partlcnlarH give the outline of the 
crlmcH coniralttcd by the more notorious of the 
criminals In ttie above Ust. 
Walworth and Mur 
pliy’K crimes are too lamlllar to need recapitula 
tiou 
William Schuobel was sentenced to Imprison­ 
m ent lor Hie for the m urder 0/ William Henrlch. 
On the 18ih of February, 1867, Schnobel rented a 
room In a tenem ent house from Jacou Henrlch, 
and occupied it, as was afterw ards supposed, with 
his wife aud child; but who it aTtcrwarus appeared 
was the wife of another man, and who got tnto a 
dlfflcnlty with this woman. The noise attracted 
the attention of Mr. and Mrs. Henrlch. They went 
to tue prisoner’s dosr, rapped, and told him they 
must not make so much noise. 
Mchnobel tooK 
offence at the Intcrlercnce, opened the door, aud 
without a word, with a shoemaker’s kmfe stabbed 
William Hcnnch. Mrs. Henrlch and old Mr. Uen- 
ncH, xiiiing him instantly. 
The old man was 
seventy years of age and much respected by hla 
neighbors, üchnobcl was tried for murder In Ger- 
many and sentenced to be executed, but escaped 
death in consequence of a prince coming of age. 
It bemg the custom on such occasions to pardon 
the 
greatest criminal. 
Alter lils release he 
em igrated to this country, and had beeu a t the 
time of his sentence about two years here. 
John Glass 
murdered Henry Wachter. 
The 
prtsouer was boarding with the deceased In a 
teuem ent house at the rear of 112 West Thirty-fifth 
street, between Ninth and Tenth avenues. Mr. 
and Mrs. W achter had beeu at a funeral and they 
hud le a Glass In the house. On ilielr return they 
all went Into a lager beer aaloon and had some 
drluka. 
A quarrel enaucd, and Glass stabbed 
W achter In the thigh, Irom the effects of which 
stab he died. Glssa was iound guilty of. man­ 
slaughter In the first degree. 
» 
Philip Wilke m urdered Rudolphe W ucherer in a 
lager beer saloon on Tenth avenue. In September, 
1871, 
George Savory mnrdercd Detective Lambrecht 
on f'Tlty-rilnth street, near Second avenue. 
Ue 
raised a atone ami strnck the offlccr on the skull 
with It. 
It was a street row. In which several po­ 
lice detectives were assaulted a t the time of the 
killing of Lambrecht. 
John Fltzgloboiis m urdered John O’Hara on the 
Chrl.stmas Eve of 187'i.’ 
Vincent rody shot and killed John Livingston, In 
Jefferson street, on the night of April 17, 18«7. 
Patrick XlchoUion shot and instantly killed his 
wi.e in Jones street. He had ill-treated her and 
sue left him. «he then obtained employment In an 
east side concert saloon, and while there became 
very intimate with one or the natrons of the estab­ 
lishment. Nicholson endeavored to Induce her to 
ISAve her newly lormed acquaintance aud return 
to him, out she decUned to uo so. and on the night 
of the murder he accompanied her home from the 
saloon. When near the door of his house, cx- 
a.si>craled by jealousy and atiger, he took her life. 
John .««leben. on the ifitli of August, 1868. stabbed 
Jacob Btcliwager, causing death, at 618 East Four­ 
teenth street, 
ihe deceased kept a lager beer 
aaleon at the time of the occurrcncAJ. 
Kdwiu Perry m urdered Thomas Hayes, night 
watchman, at Harbeck’a stoies, ITirman street, 
Brooklyn. 
Moses Lovcnberg Is a man of education. He was 
sentenced to death for the murder of Mr. Hoffman; 
this sentence was atterw ards commuted to Im- 
prlsoiimeut for life. 
The circum stances of the 
murder were somewhat remarkable. He had been 
1 an Instructor of youth In the lamllies of some of the 
first citizen»; he was a m aatcr ot aevenil languages, 
and had thereby been an associate of gentlemen 
to whom he had acted as tutor. 
He occupied the 
front basement room of N#. 141 First avenue. Mr. 
Hoffman, his wife and family occupied the rear 
room on the same floor. 
Ou the morning of the 
I4ih November, 1861, tioth families wjare ta ‘ their 
respective roems. Mrs. Hoffman was preparing 
herself for her oally iRltors, and her huseand 
sat huldltig on hts lap his little child. The front 
iiascuient door was open. Hhe w ent and closed It. 
Lovenherg Immediately opened It aiialn. Bhe, after 
a short interval, reclosed it and went again to her 
room. Lovenberg violently slammed It open again. 
Sbc spoke of It to Her husbund, who said he would go 
and snui It. She urged her husband to wait untU she 
could see trie landlady. He went to close the door, 
and there was an altercation tietween the two 
men. and I-ovcnlsirg stabbed Hoffman with a sword 
three times, and be died in a lew minutes altcr- 
wards.

On Monday last two of tho Aldermen, imme­ 
diately alter Jerry signed the call, assured the 
Hkkald reporter that Jorry did not mean to attend 
on Thursday, and the result proves that they knew 
what they were talking about. Some half dozen 
members were louuglng about the curridurs, loal- 
lug la the Clerk’s rooms and dodging m and out of 
thu Mayor’s offico yesterday, while their colleagues 
were waiting up .stairs.
